Tho warrant was sworn out by Klop- 


penbnrg on tho strength of statements 
made to him by his two brothers. He 
charges that Hoy was tho instigator of 
the robbery, 
Hu was suspected of being 


niplleated In the robbery for several days 
iccaiiso of his actions anil the great In- 
wrest he took in trying to provo an alibi 
for Joo Klopponborg, 


Tho story was current yesterday that 


Too Kloppoiiborg had said In his confes- 
sion to his In-other, thnt tho gng used on 
LJnrl wns made by Hoy In tho renr of the 
Itynn drug store and that Hoy showed 
iliu how to work It. It was stated that 
10 mndo tho gng with towols that wore 
'listened to a short piece of broom handle. 
When John Kloppunborg wns naked If 
this report wns true, ho replied. "I have 
nothing to say nbout tho matter." 


The bond for his appearance for n pro- 


.linlnnry hearing was llxod at $5,000. Ho 
sent for a prominent physician to go on 
.ho bond but the latter refused, 
Ho sent 


for other friends, but no bonds wero 
ilTered nnd Hoy spent tho night in jail.

From conversations 


with somo of his Intlmato friends who 
called to sen him, It wim learned that ho 
protested hi.s Innocence and said that tho 
Klopponbei'g buys had concocted this 
sohomu to ruin him. 


Charles Hyan, tho owner of tho drug 


Mtoro, says that Hoy has been In his om- 
liloy for tho past ten years and 
In 


Ills trnnsnotlons he nhvnys found him up- 
right nnd honest. 
Mr. llyan says tho 


snmu of Joo Kloppunborg. 


Whnt led tho officers to suspect Hoy was 


tho urgent manner In which ho tried to 
[irovo an alibi for Joo. 
It is said that ho 


«>ld Joe Klopponborg, when ho was first 
suspected, that ho would attend to tho 
illbl part nnd would provo one. 


Another Instance of supposed crooked 


work thnt Curl Kloppenborg is chnrgcd 
with has just como to light. Samuel 
Metcnlf l.s tho town collector for Buffalo. 
In collecting his money ho mado his de- 
posits with tho Buffalo bnnk nnd usually 
placed tho money In tho hands of young 
Klopponborg to bo credited to him.

nt Springfield by banging herself in an 
outhouse. Her father tried to restrain 
her, nnd sho In n huff took her own life.

for tho past ton ycnrs, hnvo boon examin- 
ed and it has been found that bo is square 
to a dollar in his account?. Mr. Bynn, 
who is Ell's employer, snys that Ed has 
takon in over tho counter $125,000 and 
turned It over and ho believes him to bo 
perfectly honest. 


"As to Ed's plotting with the Kloppon 


bergs. 
Tho Wednesday night after tho 


unsuccessful attempt on Tuesday, wns 
Ed's night oiT, and it wns then thnt tho 
gang laid thoir plans, for Ed wns at homo 
with his family. As far as Ed's trying to 
provo nn nllbl for Klopponborg is'concorn- 
od there are other influential citizens who 
would hiive done tho same thing.

"Mr. Bynn has full confidence in Ed, 


ind as soon ns ho was released told him

reported that tho Kloppouborgs woro short 
n tholr accounts and must havo stolon 
tho money to make it up, as ono of the 
Kloppenborgs wns to go into a bnnk in 
Springfield soon.

night and then ho only bad u hint of it. 


"Ed has employed an attorney, a mem-

I think it will turn out nil 
right for Ed, Every ono thnt knows 
tnythlng nbout him insists ho Is inno- 
cent. Those Kloppenborgs hnvo a hard 
name nnd It is likely wo can brcnk down 
thoir testimony."

The Organization. 


Tho convention wns called to order nt 


11 this 
morning 
by Captain Lytlo 


who mimed ns temporary chnirmnn, Cnp- 
iitln M. F, Kannn. The announce3iiont 
was greeted with applause. Mr. Kanan 
said tho first business wns to iiamo a tem- 
porary chairman. George S. Simpson 
named J. A. Morriweathor. Dr. Thomas 
ind A. W. Hondricks were also named, 
nit tho first two declined and Hondrioks 
wns chosen. Tho secretary then rend the 
call for the convention. It was moved 
ind seconded that a committee of five on 
credentials bo appointed and the motion 
jeing carried tho chair appointed Messrs, 
linking, Dompsoy, Sltclilo, Betzer nnd 
Burrows. It wns decided thnt no proxy 
should be given except to persons rcsid- 
ng in tho district represented. 


Tho roll was called nnd tho credentials 


presented to tho committee, tho members 
of which retired to examine them. 


W.W, Foster moved thnt the convention 


adjourn 
till afternoon. Mr. Simpson 


made an amendment that a recess of fif- 
;eou minutes be taken to await tho action 
of tho committee. 
During tho recess 


some one in the audience called for a 
speech from Attorney Johns but that gen- 
tleman declined. 


Tho convention was called to order 


ngnin at 11:45 o'clock nnd the committee 
returned and reported on tho credentials. 
The South Mncon credentials wcro not in 
proper form nnd Pleasant View had not 
reported. 
Mr. Hankins moved that tho 


list bo accepted ns the delegates of tfio 
convention. Mr. Johns said thnt he 
wanted to boar tho names of the delegates 
from\ South Mncon rend. Mr. Burrows 
said in behnlf of the committee that there 
was simply n list of names without any 
signature, Mr, Johns amended the mo- 
tion before the house that the names of 
thoso from South 
Macou bo made dele- 


gates. This wns carried as was tho orig- 
ual motion to accept the report of the 
committee. 


On motion of Dr. Thomas the tempo- 


rary organization was mode permanent. 
Tho convention then adjourned till 1 
p. m. 


Afternoon Semlon. 


Tho afternoon session was called to or- 


dorat 1:15 o'clock, 
On motion of Mr. 


Hankins the delegates from Pleasant 
View were allowed a sent in the conven- 
tion. 


Attorney Johns introduced a resolution 


and moved Its adoption. 
The resolution 


wns to the effect that the roll call be taken 
on the vote of the different candidates, 
tho chairman of each delegation giving 
the vote. Mr. Shelly made an amend- 
ment that a ballot be taken in the differ- 
ent delegations. Mr. Johns said that be 
did not understand allowing any dele 
gation to cast a ballot. If by the word 
ballot ho means that each delegation shall 
make np among themselves the choice of 
their candidate, it is at once a perversion 
of the object of the convention as called 
by the central committee. There was a 


primary in each district and ut thoir pri 
mnries the Republicans voted for their 
choice. The central committee have pro 
vided for the rules regulating the voting. 
Every delegation is instructed to vote for 
tho candidate for each office who received 
tho highest number of votes in tbe pre- 
cinct they represent. There is no call for 
a secret ballot. If it is the object of the 
amendment to express a personal choice, 
it should be voted down in the conven- 
tion. 


Mr. Shelly snid thnt he bad no other de- 


sire but to hear the individual choice of 
tbe delegates. He was surprised thnt Mr. 
Johns was afraid to let the delegates lie 
trusted to vote individually. He had no 
fear of allowing that kind of a voto to be 
taken. 
One of tbe members of tho Mn- 


roa delegation offered a protest against a 
secret ballot, and wanted the people to 
know how tho Maroa delegation votes. 


T. M. Hobart ssid that it was not only 


provided how tho primaries wore to be 
sold but there woro to bo none to vote 
who did not belong to the party. If the 
primaries were to be so binding why wcro 
they not onlloJ undor the law. 
Thoy 


wero called in a different manner. Mr. 
Hobart said that his delegation would 
voto according to instructions. 
Tho dele-

JACKSON CONDEMNED 


Found Guilty of Murder in the 


First Degree 


FOR THE DEATH OF POOR PEARL BRYM 


Applause in the Court Room when the 


Verdict of the Jury was Read—Mo- 


tion in Arrest of Judgment Over- 


ruled—New Trial Moved. 


ClHCIXNATI, May 14.—"Guilty 
O* 


murder and penalty death," are the 
terrible words ringing in Scott Jack- 
ion's ears as he paces the floor of hu 
dark and lonly cell to-night. 


It took the jury just two hours and 


•leven minutes to reach a conclusion. 


It wag 13:04 as they filed into the 


crowded court room at Newport, Ky., 
Foreman Shea bearing- the fatal slip 
upon which was written Scott Jack- 
son's doom. A death-like silence pre- 
vailed as Clerk Rousohcr received the 
verdict and read in measured tones; 
"We, 
the jury, find the defendant 


Scott Jackson, guilty of the murder of 
Pearl Bryan and fix the punishment 
at death." 


Despite the stringent instructions of 


the judge to the contrary, there was a 
murmur of approval in the room and 
a few applauded by clapping their 
hands, The prisoner sat motionless, 
his eyes fixed on a table before him. 
There was not the slightest visible 
trace of emotion in any feature, and 
he walked from the court room back 
to his cell with a firm and even step 
Neither Mrs. Bryan nor Mrs. Jack- 
son were in the court room. 


When court reconvened for the after- 


noon session Attorney Crawford movecl 
an arrest of judgment on the ground 
that the indictment did not state 
whether Jackson was guilty as prin- 
cipal or accessory. This the court 
ovumilecl. Col. Crawford then moved 
that a new trial be granted the pris- 
oner 
The motion sets up eight 


grounds of error in the proceeding. 
Judge Helm fixed Saturday, May 23, 
to hear argument on the motion. If a 
new trial is not granted, the case will 
(jo to the court of appeals 


The prisoner's mother is completely 


probtiated over the verdict, while the 
murdered girl's family express gratifi- 
cation over the result. 


Jackson shows signs of weakening 


to-uight and says the verdict is a great 
disappointment to him.

LOGGING RAILROAD RAVAGES. I 


How the Tweet* of the lumber State*' 


Are Bain* Rapidly Uenaded. 


The rapidity with which the forest* 


of the remaining lumber states are bo- 
Ing denuded of their trees Is something 
which calls for not only earnest protest 
bat prompt state or national interfer- 
ence. The introduction of the logging 
railway has done much to accelerate the 
slaughtering. 


Under the old method of lumbering' 


the destruction of the forests was sure 
enough, but it was slow in comparison, 
srith the work as now carried on in. the 
regions where the logging roads are in 
operation. One of the roadt; now tap- 
ping the great lumber region at the 
headwaters of the Mississippi river will 
Illustrate the case. The pine trees are 
But down in the same manner as under 
the olA method of work. 
They are 


loaded upo.n low sleds called "go-devils" 
and drawn to the side of the railroad 
track, where they are piled up awaiting 
the loading. 


Formerly the logs were hauled to * 


certain point and there loaded trpon 
great sleds which carried the logs to the 
bank of some adjacent stream. The 
logs were unloaded upon the stream's 
Icy surface and allowed to remain there 
until the ice broke up in the spring, 
when the logs would be floated down to 
the mills. The logging railroad does 
away with all this. It runs directly in- 
to the timber 
country, and then 


stretches out spurs in every direction, 
four, five or even ten miles in length, 
each spur tapping a separate region. 
Thus it makes no difference whether the 
timber is located alongside a stream or 
not. The logs are loaded upon the cars 
on one of these spurs and drawn by 
stout engines down to the main track 
from which the spurs diverge. Here 
long logging trains are sent out to some 
point down the Mississippi, perhaps 78 
miles from the spurs. 


The trains are unloaded directly upon 


the Mississippi, and the shipment down 
stream from this point in the spring 
is rendered very easy. The cars art- 
wide, short affairs built expressly for 
the logging trade. They are supplied 
with air brakes, for sometimes the 
grades are heavy, and if one of these 
trains of 30 or sometimes 35 loaded cars 
got away from the engineer, serious re- 
sults \\ould be bound to follow- The 
engines are small but powerful, some of 
the mountain-climbers, as they arc 
called, in use in mining work in the 
mountains being used. 


The estimate matlp that in ten years 


there will not be left a piece of available 
timber in the state of Minnesota if the 
Indian reservations, containing vast 
quantities of timber, are opened up to 
the ax, seems to be rendered all the 
more probable in view of the enormous 
energies of the logging1 railroads.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

Btorlei Told by Westerners of the Antic* 


of the Hand 1I1U Crane. 


The sand hill crane is a very bright 


bird. 
Its very name is synonymous 


of vigilance and alertness. It feeds on 
the treeless plains or in the barren 
wheat stubble, where it can see a long 
way beyond gunshot. Or one of a. flock 
is posted as sentinel, and this bird 
stands, with bill half open, ready Ui 
give an alarm. It can be killed by de- 
coying it with pasteboard figures cut 
to proper size and shape and painted, 
but mounted birds are better. A pit is 
dug deep enough to conceal n man, the 
decoys are put out, and the cianes are 
shot as they come over. The best re- 
gion to shoot them Is in the Columbia 
liver watershed and south of it in th« 
Pacific coast states. 


When one shoots a bird of the size and 


build of a crane in midair it collapses, 
like a cardhouse or a tent, Butsuch ap- 
parent collapses are sometimes dccep 
tive, as, for instance: 


"Before I could reach him he soared 


off into the air with wheeling flight 
Again he hit the ground with fearful 
Molence, but again he got on his feet 
Eunning up, thinking to get him alive 
for a d>>coy, I tried to tap him on the 
head and stun him. He showed fight 
and I used my gun as I backed off, and 
he took to liis wings " 


The sand hill crane is something of 


a fighter of men if wounded, and thp 
only safe crane is a dead one. Their 
bills are long and sharp, and are capa- 
ble of putting out a man's eye. 


The sand hill crane has some curious 


habits that make him of more than 
passing interest to the student of birds 
Out on the prairies parties of them 
have balls in the spring, to which the 
select birds seem to be invited. These 
balls are picturesque affairs from the 
human standpoint. There are curious 
dances, which are sort of solitary 
waltzes or pretty slow jigs. Sometimes 
the birds leap over one another's backs 
and flop their wings, giving their pecul- 
iar cry. Sometimes rival birds have 
fierce duels, using their keen bills like 
lunces, battle axes and swords.—Eee- 
rcation.

Tbe Mistakes ot Politicians. 


The St. Louis Ulobe-Domocrat 
Tho 


politicians prido themselves upon their 
assumed oxpertnoss in detecting the drift 
of ptfbllo opinion 
They make it their 


business to study tho signs, to analyze 
tho conditions, and to forecast tho results 
of conventions and elections. But they 
are by no means always accurate in thoir 
observations and predictions. Their boast- 
ed sagacity is frequently turned to mock- 
ory.und their well-laid plans frustrated by 
Influences that they have failed to per- 
celvo.

Surprise 
after surprise camu to emphasize the fact 
that their supposed astuteness had pooled 
them, and that what they had taken to be 
public Indifference was really » woll-do- 
flned and controlling preference and de- 
termination. 


It Is easy now to see that tho contest 


was practically decided before a slnglo 
convention was held. In other words, 
the sentiment that is to be predominant 
in tho St. Louis convention was ready in 
existence and merely waiting for an op- 
portunity of expression; and yet tbe most 
watchful and experienced of onr politi- 
cians did not know anything about it. 
Thoy proceeded In absolute Ignorance of 
the true drift of public opinion. The in- 
formation upon which they relied was 
wholly misleading, and they were con- 
fronted at every step by the unexpected. 
It Is useless, of course, for them to claim 
that this iiTeslstlblo sentiment has been 
generated by artificial means since the 
beginning of tbe contest 
That would be 


n miracle, and miracles do not happen In 
politics.

Tho combined Dem- 
ocratic and Populist vote makes a major- 
ity of one in tho senate, and that was the 
margin upon which Col. Dupont was kept 
out of tho seat to which he was entitled. 
If tho populists had voted against Col. 
Dnpont on conviction, there would bo 
"no kick coming" to tho Republicans, 
but they didn't. 


About six men in the senate will pre- 


vent the adoption of Senator Morgan's 
joint resolution Instructing tho president 
to recognize Cuban belligerency, although 
all the other senators and nine-tenths of 
tho house and on overwhelming majority 
of tho people of this country favor its 
adoption. It is tho same old story. 
This 


handful of senators have indicated tholr 
intention to talk all summer if necessary, 
to prevent a voto on Senator Morgan's 
resolution, and the other senators know 
that the senate rules are such that it is 
only a question of physical endurance 
that will stand in the way of the threat 
being carried out. Consequently tlnro is 
not much probability that the resolution 
will bo seriously pushed. Some day the 
senate will probably have rules which 
will enable tho majority of its members, 
and not a determined and obstinate mi- 
nority, to say what shall bo done, and to 
do it. Until then wiso men will not ex- 
pect too much from tho senate. 


Tho senate wants to know a little more 


about what is being done in behalf of the 
Americans who were tried by a court 
martial in Cuba and sentenced to death, 
then tho meagre story the state depart- 
ment has made public, that tho Spanish 
government had set aside the sentences 
and directed that the men be tried again 
in a civil court, and aa tho surest w ay to 
got what it wanted adopted without a di- 
vision, a resolution calling on the presi- 
dent for the informaton. 


No definite stops have been taken about 


adjournment by the senate, and it is not 
expected that anything will be decided 
upon until tho rest of tho appropriation 
bills have been disposed of. In fact, de- 
cided objection has been made by senators 
to setting a date for adjournment. It Is 
believed that it will take two 
morc> 


weeks to finish up the appropriations and 
that adjournment will very quickly follow 
as it has been in a sort of tentative way 
agreed to by both Democratic and Repub- 
lican steering committees that no bills 
likely to start an extended debate shall 
bo taken up, That means that nothing 
of importance will be touched after the 
appropriations are out of the way.

SWEPT BY ACYCLONE 


Great Destruction of Life and Prop- 


erty at Sherman, Tex. 


OYER OKE HUNDRED LIYES DESTROYED

While as Many Others are Suffering 


from Sevete and in Many Cases 


Probably Fatal Injuries—Great 


Destruction of Property. 


DBNISON, Tex., May 16.—The city of 


Sherman was visited by the -worst cy- 
clone in the history of north Texas 
,bout five o'clock last evening-. The 
path of the destroyer was 150 yards 
wide. It struck the city 
at 
the 


west end of Post Oak creek and 
swept in a westerly direction for sev- 
eral blocks, and then spread and spent 
its force. The track of the cyclone is 
a gruesome right, the devastation be- 
ing complete, houses, trees, fences, in 
fact, everything in its pathway de- 
stroyed. The loss of life will probably 
reach 100 with as many more bruised 
and wounded. The city hall and a va- 
cant store room have been turned into 
temporary hospitals and 18 bruised, 
mangled and mutilated bodies are 
awaiting identification. At these two 
places, at this writing, nearly every 
house in Fairview has been turned 
into a hospital. 


The unidentified dead are being 


taken to the courthouse. 


Gray's Hill and Fairview were badly 


damaged, and the cyclone passed di- 
rectly west of the North Texas Fe- 
male college, barely missing it. For 
two or three blocks everything in its 
pathway was swept aside. 


B. B. Sales, a deliveryman, drove 


down Houston avenue directly after 
the cyclone. He stated that he saw 
at least seven men, women and chil- 
dren lying along the avenue dead. 
Many were wounded. The devasta- 
tation where the cyclone was worst is 
complete. Trees were stripped of 
their foilage, while in others they 
were uprooted. Residences, the pride 
of the city, are in some instances en- 
tirely gone, and in others only a pile 
of rubbish marks the place where they 
stood. 


Capt. Ellis' residence was blown to 


pieces. 
His wife and two children 


were in the house, but fortunately es- 
caped without injury. 


Not a thing remains to mark the 


spot where only a few hours before 
stood the magnificent residence of 
Capt. Burgess. 
His family was absent 


from the house at the time. 


Mayor Tone, of Denison, gives the 


following account of the cyclone: 


"I was on the courthouse square 


about five o'clock and heard a roar- 
ing wind coming from the south. The 
next thing I knew the air was 
thick with mud and small specks re- 
sembling ashes. The cyclone did not 
strik the courthouse square, but fol- 
lowed Post Oak road. 
The roaring 


did not continue over two or three 
minutes. 
During all this time it 


rained hard. In about five minutes 
rumors began to spread that many 
lives were lost and the reports grew 
worse and worse as time passed. By 
nine o'clock 50 dead bodies had been 
brought into the public buildings and 
searching parties were out after more. 


"Dead children have been found in 


trees, under levelled houses and in 
Post Oak creek. An iron bridge over 
Post Oak creek was twisted into scrap 
iron." 


Prof, and Mrs. Kopler were both 


badly and it is feared fatally injured. 
The children of J. B. Irwin are all 
badly hurt. Dr. Michaels is badly 
hurt. Dr. Sidler left for the south 
part of town just before the storm, 
and nothing has been hoard from him 
since. It is feared that he has been 
killed. 


Mrs. James Davis and Mrs. John 


Fields, who lived ten miles south of 
town are both killed. It is feared that 
the devastation in that part of the 
country is serious. 


A mass meeting was held last night at 


the courthouse to devise means to re- 
lieve the distressed hundreds whose 
homes are blown away. 


THE TEXAS CYCLONE. 


List of tlie Dead and Injured so far an 


AHCurtiilned. 


Sherman, Texas, Mar 16.—Tho part of 


the country through which yesterday's cy- 
olonu passed is without telephone or tele- 
graph communication, therefore complete 
statistics of the casualties are not yet in 
hand. So for as known the number kill- 
ed outright, is about sixty. It is estimat- 
ed that us many more are missing and 
dead and tho total number injured as 
many more. 


Following is a revised list of the dead 


at noon today: White—Mrs. Otto Billm- 
ger und three children; Mrs. Burns and 
three children; John Ames, wife and two 
children; Mrs. L. H. Montgomery and 
three children; children of Rev. J. D.

A number of wounded will die. At 


Day's Hills, John and Hiram Pierce who 
ore both badly hurt, are the only surviv- 
ors of a family of nine. Also ton or 
twelve unidentified whites are dead. 


The list of dead now foots up seventy- 


eight. At least a dozen more are expected 
to die before night. It is estimated that 
twenty or thirty bodies are yet unrecov- 
ered. Six more, four dead, two alive, 
were found this morning. One of them 
the mi'sslng child of Luko Montgomery. 
This completes the destruction of his fam- 


ily. 
The bodies of his wife and two chil- 


dren were found last night. The other 
three are unidentified. It is reported that 
twelve bodies toe being brought from the 
north. Many of the dead are horribly 
mutilated. Numerous private homes are 
being used us hospitals. It is now esti- 
mated the total dead will number 130 and 
tbo wounded 100.

He was promptly thrown 
out, but he bolted again just as the 
clock struck and made filing No. 1 on 
the Rod Lake reservation. The next 
filing was made by Mrs. Jennie Cun- 
ningham, a woman from St. Paul. A 
total of 1,'!00 filings had been made up 
to last evening. Many of those who 
had stood long near the head of the 
line dropped back yesterday without 
attempting to file, their object having 
been to hold the line in hope of sell- 
ing out. 


Only One Land Office In the District. 
TuiEr RrVKB FALLS, Minn., May 15. 


—The sun came out bright and clear 
this morning and before seven o'cock 
a line began forming in front of the 
United States land commissioner's of- 
fice here, where filings were accepted. 
After nine o'clock, attorneys 
and 


others doubted the legitimacy of such 
proceeding's and wired the Crookston 
land otlice for information. Register 
Dulava replied that there was only one 
land ollu.e in the district, and that all 
filings would date from the time they 
were received at the Crookston office. 


This foreshadowed some complica- 


tions, and many claimants boarded a 
freight tvam for Crookston. 


The reports from the lauds opened 


are to the effect that considerable ex- 
citement at the line was witnessed 
tills morning at the opening hour. 
About five hundred settlers were in 
the race despite the continued rain of 
yesterday and last night. It is also 
reported that more difficulty was had 
between settlers on the same land. 
Two men are reported dead, and an- 
other dying from bullet wounds. 


These reports have not been fully 


verified. 
Rains have rendered the 


roads almost impassible and it is diffi- 
cult to ascertained any facts. A long 
string of teams left here about one 
o'clock this morning loaded with lum- 
ber and provisions expecting to reach 
the line at the opening hour. 
After 


the opening there will be plenty of 
good land left and constant influx of 
settlers is expected. 


An Ideal Day (or Home Hunters. 


FOSSTON, Minn., May 15.—To-day was 


an ideal one for land takers, who were 
gathered on the west line of the reser- 
vation this morning to the number of 
2,000. No reports have been received 
as to the incidents of the rush. 
More 


white capped wagons arrived from the 
south this morning than in any day 
since the proclamation was issued. 
The roads are again in bad condition, 
but not as much so as on some days, 
and there will probably continue to be 
arrivals at the line up to this evening. 
The town is full of land seekers, wait- 
ing for guides to come off the reserva- 
tion, many not caring to go without 
guides.

For Stabbing Oacnr Vanclovcer Several 


Weeka Ago—Charles Wheeler Is 


Given Thirty Days.

Danlel^Sherwood, the man who stabbed 


Oscar Vandeveer In Atterbery's saloon on 
Saturday night, May 8, had a bearing In 
Justice Hardy's court today. 
Attorney 


A. H. Mills and Attorney Hutohlnson 
prosecuted the case and Attorney C. C. 
Leforgee appeared for the defense. 


Vandeveer and Sherwood were In Atter- 


bnry's saloon with some other men on the 
night of the stabbing. The two men had 
some words and a flght followed when 
Sherwood drew a knife and stabbed Van- 
deveer several times. Ho was not dan- 
gerously hurt. 
Sherwood was arrested 


and taken to jail. The wltn esses exam- 
ined today were Jack Lilly, Charles Mich- 
aels, E. Lowe, OfHeor Shnltze. Dr. Lee, 
who dressed Vandeveer's wounds, and a 
man named Wilkinson. According to the 
testimony given the two men hod quar- 
reled in the saloon. They went out side 
and then passed through tho saloon again. 
Sherwood called Vandeveer to tho book 
door and there he stabbed him. One wit- 
ness claimed that Vandeveer was striking 
at Sherwood when he was stabbed. The 
case will probably be finished by this 
evening. 


Charles Wheeler, who was arrested last 


night for raising a disturbance with his 
family, was brought betore Justice Shorb 
defendant was held to answer, bail being 
fixed at J200. 


From the Dally of Friday. 


The fact tbat the private banking house 


of Plckrell &. Co., at the town of Buffalo, 
on the main line of the Wabash railroad, 
twenty-four miles west of Decatnr, was 
entered by twc robbers yesterday at noon 
and cash to the amount of several thou- 
sand dollars carried off was stated in tho 
columns of the Republican last evening. 
It was difficult to obtain tho particulars 
of the bold act because it seemed that all 
of the people of tho town were completely 
dazed by the discovery of the robbery. 


Particulars of the Afialr. 


It was the hour of noon, a heavy rain 


was falling and the main street of the 
town on which the detached bank build- 
Ing is located, was deserted, nobody in 
sight, all gone home to dinner, or out of 
sight In the stores. Two masked men en- 
tered the bank, bound and gagged the 
cashier, Carl Kloppenberg, end robbed 
the safe of $5,000 to $10,000. 


Robbers Bind the Cashier. 


Kloppenberg was the only man in the 


bank at the time. He was engaged in 
closing the safe preparatory to going to 
dinner. He was about to get up to wait 
on the visitors when both ran behind the 
counter and grabbed him. As Kloppen 
berg turned around he was confronted 
with two drawn revolvers. Like a flash 
a cloth was placed over his mouth. 


While one of the robbers was engaged 


in'thls work the other was securely fasten 
ing Kloppenberg's arms and legs. Hav- 
ing securely bound and gagged him they 
threw him under the counter. Kloppen- 
berg did not have an opportunity even to 
get a good view of the men, so quickly 
was the work done. 


After they had disposed of Kloppenberg 


the men leisurely gathered up all the 
money they could find. It amounted to 
between 15,000 and $10,000, but ono of 
tbe robbers said: 


"It is a poor haul." 
The men then went outside and disap- 


peared. No Clow to the Thieves. 


It was thirty minutes before Kloppen- 


berg was found by one of the other bank 
.men, who had returned from his dinner. 


suit of this trip was anything but satis- 
factory. Tho people who had seen tb« 
man had paid little attention to him and 
they could not tell how he looked except 
in a general way. However the trip wa» 
not entirely without result. Indeed, the 
sheriff is now on a trail that is pretty 
certain to result in definite Information. 
Nothing could be learned V the report- 
ers regarding it lost night, as everyone in- 
terested was very reticent.

Several persons noticed two wheelmen 
while they were in the village, but no one 
paid any particular attention to them.

the bank president, at its head. They 
tracked the wheels for a considerable dis- 
tance, but in the Sangamon river bottoms 
all trace of the fugitives was lost. 


The men went towards Springfield, but 


whether or not they-reached the city is 
not known. Word was sent the sheriff 
and chief of police as soon as the robbery 
was discovered, and men were sent out to 
watch the roads for suspicions looking 
wheelmen. A few arrests were made, 
but no one has been detained. Tho belief 
is that the robbers went Into hiding in 
the river bottoms and will remain there 
until the excitement blows over. 


Tho loss falls heavily on the bank, It 


being a new institution, having been in 
operation but a few months. 


Business was resumed at the bank this 


morning. 


Mr. Kloppenberg Is personally known 


to a number of people in Decatnr as a 
young man of unquestioned integrity, a 
man who enjoys to the fullest extent the 
confidence of tho bank officials and the 
merchants of the town. He was taken 
wholly unawares by the quick action of 
the robbers who did their work so speed- 
ily, first placing him In on inactive state 
There were two loaded revolvers behind 
the counter, one near the safe and the 
other lying within easy reach under the 
counter; but the cashier was powerless to 
use them. He was bound and gagged, 
and could not see. 
All he could do was 


to Ho under the counter where he had 
been pushed and wait until somebody 
came to release him. 


Mr. Plckrell, the president of the bank, 


had great confidence in the security of his 
bank. It is a stylish concern. It Is a 
new brick building, with modern fixtures 
throughout. Tho windows ore secured by 
heavy iron bars, nnd on the counter are 
barred windows and stylish screens. Par- 
ties had solicited Fickrell to carry a pol- 
icy in tho Fidelity Casualty company, but 
ho would not listen to the story of the so- 
licitors, claiming that be had more de- 
pendence upon the two revolvers, and be- 
sides he did not think that any gang 
would ever attempt to rob his bank. 


A story reached the city last night that 


it was positively known that one of the 
men in tho job had hidden his bicycle in 
the brush west of the town, and that 
after the money was obtained he walked 
to the point where ithe wheel was secreted 
and rode off. All attempts to overtake 
him last night failed. But tbe people of 
the village and the farmers are on the 
alert, and will speedily act if they come 
across any suspicious characters, 


Mr. Kloppenberg was alone at the bank, 


people. At the time, no one there sus- 
pected that the he was a bank robber and 
they gave him no more attention than 
they would to any wheelman who hap- 
pened to pass through the town. It is 
believed that the robber disposed of his 
wheel near River ton and caught a train. 
If he did, he Is now well out of the way 
of the posse, of Buffalo people who went 
in search of him. 


Tho two men went to the bank well 


prepared for the work they had on hand. 
To blindfold and shut off tho cries of the 
assistant cashier, they had an old barber 
towel and a handkerchief. For a gag 
they used a piece of broom handle about 
five inches long. 
This was put in the 


victim's mouth and was held in place by 
a stout cord that was placed back of his 
neck and fastened to each end of the 
stick. Clothes line was used in tying 
Mr. Kloppenborg's hands and feet. 


„ Chased to Decatur. 


The only strangers who had been no- 


ticed 
in Buffalo 
yesterday were two 


men and a woman in a dilapidated wagon, 
who were reported to have been seen 
driving west about the time of the rob- 
bery. Mr. Medcnlf, a liveryman hitched 
up to a buggy and with Constable Burns 
followed them to this city and to the liv- 
ery stable of J. H. Epler. Here one of 
tbe men suspected got out of the vehicle 
and went into the stable. He carried a 
suspicious looking sack and Burns and 
Medcalf made up their minds that it con- 
tained the stolen treasure, so when the 
man and woman who remained in the 
cart drove on, Medcalf got out of his bug- 
gy to watch the man and the sack that 
remained, while Burns followed the cou- 
ple, He had gone but a littb way when 
he espied the star of an officer of the law. 
It was borne upon the breast of Merchant 
Policeman Stober and Burns called to 
Stober and took him in his buggy to aid 
in capturing the man and woman. The 
movers turned east on Wood street and 
the pursuer now grow bold since he bad 
on officer with him, and hurried after. 
At the court house. Officer Cross was 
standing, Burns stopped long enough to 
let him in and they drove after tho cart 
ahead. It was soon overtaken and stop- 
ped. 
Officer Cross questioned its occu- 


pants and they told him that their names 
were Haverstaok; that they were man and 
wife and were on their way to their old 
home at Hume from Kansas; tho man 
who bad been left at Epler's barn was a 
brother of Hoverstnck and a distant rela- 
tive of Mr. Epler, and he thought perhaps 
he might got to work for him. The sack 
contained his 'wardrobe. 
The couple 


assured Officer Cross that they hud not 
robbed the Buffalo bank. On tho other 
hand they had but a short time before 
been hold up themselves and robbed of 
about all they possessed that was of any 
value. 


Burns did not feel satisfied with their 


story, however, and so the policemen ask- 
ed them to drive to tho court house until 
the man loft at Eplor's was heard from. 
They did so and were left there whilo 
Burns and tho officers returned to the liv- 
ery stable. 


Medoalf hnd also Invoked the aid of the 


police from the stable by 'phone, and Offi- 
cer Koeppe had responded, while Officers 
Leech and Lord, who happened to bo go- 
ing by on a car, also dropped in. The 
Haverstaok at tho stable had been made 
to give an account of himself also, and he 
told tho same story told by his brother 
and sister-in-law. To remove all doubt 
from the minds of the robber hunters he 
showed tho contents of tho suspicious 
looking sack. 
These contents consisted 


of some socks, a shirt and other clothing, 
but no money. To say that Medcalf and 
Burns were keenly disappointed does not 
describe it.

wore released and started again on their 
journey they watched their departure 
with wistful eyes.

It is 
extremely difficult to get, anybody from 
Buffalo to make any positive assertions as 
to their solution of the mysterious rob- 
bery. All talk in an insinuating way, or 
assert that they dou't knovr a thing. 
They are just waiting 
Perhaps they are

How It Happened.

came there during the noon hour, unob- 
served by all except a few men working- 
on tho floor just above who were aware of 
Ceas'presence in the basement. At 1:30 
o'clock tho enignecr heard a peculiar 
thumping on the floor, apparenty above 
where the grindstone is located, and run- 
ning to tho stairway, loosed down and 
saw what ho thought was some of the 
bolting lying on the floor. Returning he 
shut down.

Rhoadcs, engaged at sacking lime, beard 
tho noise and going below, was the first 
to behold the ghastly sight. The young 
man's mangled body was lying just be- 
low the shafting that carried the grind- 
stone belt. The belt and the young man's 
clothes were wound about him In a man- 
ner that made it plain that young Ceoa 
was caught In the belt, which wound 
tightly about tho shafting and whipped 
the young man to death by beating him 
against tbe joico above and tbe ground 
below.

been organized at Baltimore 1o build 
a vessel with which to locate and ex- 
plore wrecks at the bottom of the 
ocean. 
William Maltster, of the Co- 


lumbian Iron Works and Shipbuilding 
company of Baltimore, is treasurer of 
the new company. 
The boat is to be 


ouilt at these works. Simon Lake, of 
Baltimore, is the inventor and president 
of the company. 
Tlie boat is to be 


cigar-shaped and of steel. It will be 
propelled by steam on the surface and 
by electricity from storage batteries 
under' th* surfs-ce. 
According to the 


plans it will be possible to work it at a 
depth of 150 feet, which will allow it to 
go in some places 100 miles from the 
coast. 
The ocean bed slopes down at 


about the rote of six feet to the mile. 
Tbe trial vessel to be built will be about 
40 feet long and 10 or 15 feet in diam- 
eter. It is to be made small in order to 
be transported easily to Europe on a 
steamer after a trial in the port of 
Baltimore. It will carry a crew of six 
men, 
and will be capable of staying on 


the bottom iO hours without renewing 
the air. The openings, where the 
clivers will go out to work, will be on 
the bottom, aud th<? water will be kept 
out of the nptutment by which, they 
will lea\e the boat by air pressure. 
Powerful e!ccta-ic lights will illuminate 
tlie ocean bed for hOO feet s-round the 
\e&sc!. Thi-rf will bo a piopellcr in 
the rear. 
When the boat strikes, bot- 


tom it will run on three wheels, tuo 
of which will be provided \vith claws, 
to they may bp used as additional pro- 
pellers. 
The operator will stay in the 


front, behind the electric lights. Tho 
relative air and v,ater piessure will be 
shown by gunges. 
A derrick fastened 


on the end will be used in lifting the 
wreckage.

road. The suit is directed against the 
receivers, Mcllenry and Bigelow, of the

Asylum Children. 


A company of children, boys and girls, 


from Xew York Juvenile asylum, will ar- 
rive in Decatur at the St. Nicholas hotel 
Wednesday morning, May 27, and remain 
until evening. They are from T to 15 
years of age. 


Homes arc wanted for these children 


with farmers, where they will receive 
Kind treatment and enjoy fair advan- 
tages. They have been In tbe asylum 
from one to two years, and have received 
instruction and training preparatory to a 
term of apprenticeship, and being mostly 
of roapectable partmtage.they arc desirable 
c'hilflren and worthy of good homes. 


They may be taken at flrst upon trial 


for several weeks, and afterward, if all 
parties are "satisfied, undoi- indentures— 
girls until 18, and boys until 21 years of 
age. 


The indenture provides for four months 


schooling each year, until the child has 
advanced through compound interest, and 
at tbe expiration of the term of appren- 
ticeship, two new suits of clothes, and the 
payment of the girls of fifty, and to the 
boys of one hundred and fifty dollars. 


A11 expenses of transportation will bo 


assumed by the asylum, and the children 
will be placed on trial and indentured, 
free of charge. 


Those who desire to take children on 


trial are requested to meet them at tha 
hotel at the time above sp<>ciflcd.
